Hybridizing Columbine 


To the Editor: 


HEN it comes to hybridizing, the 

columbine has been sadly neglected. 
That is, in comparison to the work done 
with such flowers as gladiolus, dahlias 
and iris. The main reason for this is 
that columbine must be propagated al- 
| most entirely by seed. In that respect 
it is like the delphinium, with which 
| a few men, like Vanderbilt, Barber, and 
later Leonian and Reinelt, accomplished 
wonders. 


The only way to increase an excep 
tional columbine plant is by division. 
By this method it would take years to 
build up stock, especially since there 
is generally a big loss through disease. 

With columbine it is best to develop 
a strain of different colors as Mr. Reinelt 
is doing with delphinium. For several 
vears I have been working along these 
lines and have tried, first of all, to work 
for blooms of large size. I have seen 
seed advertised to produce flowers from 
6 to 7 inches in diameter, but I doubt 
if this is possible here in the Chicago 
district. So far, the best I have been 
able to obtain is a large percentage of 
blossoms measuring five inches across. 





| The second point I have kept in mind 
| when hybridizing is the development of 
spurs that flare back symmetrically and 
are of sufficient length to make a flower 
of attractive proportions. A third point 
is that petals should hold their color to 
the very tip. Most columbines in com

merce lose their color from a quarter 
to a half inch from the tip of the blos- 
som. 

I have been growing columbine for 
over 30 years, starting with seed bought 
in England, and with plants given me 
by friends. A large number of seedlings 
were grown each year using seed taken 
from the best plants I had. Additional 
seed, that was supposed to be extra fine, 
was bought from time to time, but in 
general the plants from these were dis- 
carded on coming into bloom. One ex- 
ception was some seed, called Rainbow 
Blend, purchased in 1932 from .the late 
D. M. Andrews of Colorado. Among 
the plants produced from this were some 
with especially fine colors and shades. 
These were helpful in developing my 
present strain. Mr. Andrews used the 
wild Colorado columbine in his hybridiz- 
ing program. 

Several years ago I found a plant in 
my garden that was late in blooming. 
The flowers were a pretty pink, of good 
size, and had spurs that flared out sym- 
metrically. I made a tent of mosquito 
netting around it and pollinated a num- 
ber of blooms, using flowers of some of 
my best plants for the purpose. I ob- 
tained a large number of seeds which I 
feel gave me the start toward the flare 
formation of spurs. Unfortunately the 
plant died soon afterwards, but I am 
looking ahead to some interesting devel- 
opments from this parentage—G. E.

this winter has been the worst in 49 
years, I received a clipping from the 
Oregon Journal published in Portland 
of a report on garden flowers gathered 
in that area the first of January. 

“There is no great profusion of 
bloom,” the writer says, but enough 
flowers could be gathered from gardens 
to make bouquets of such hardy and 
tender flowers as fuchsias, ¢a- 
mellias, heather, primroses, violas, car- 
nations, marigolds, winter jasmine, 
Christmas roses, snapdragons, iris, Eng- 
lish daisies, calendulas, Sweet Williams, 
stocks, saxifraga and chrysanthemums. 
A garden club in Brookings, which is 
in southwestern Oregon, listed over 80 
distinet kinds of flowers in bloom— 
enough to fill the average garden at 
any time of year! 

Western gardeners, I suppose,’ may 
be excused for being so boastful about 
their winter flowers. Severe northern 
winters, like the present one, serve only 
to make more precious the flowers— 
and vegetables, too—that thousands of 
amateurs in the United States and Can- 
ada are growing in little greenhouses. 
We've published many articles in recent 
years about the wealth of bloom one can 
produce in limited space. I’m sure if 
the truth were told no greenhouse owner 
would swap his flowers for a _plane- 
load of blooms from Portland.

Although it scored high, some 
readers objected to the “dull, dark back- 
ground.” 

Popular appeal of roses apparently 
would almost assure a rose cover top 
ranking anytime. But many who sent 
letters with their ballots strongly favored 
garden scenes to pictures of arrange- 
ments or even specimen blooms of rare 
plants. 

Votes came in from all parts of the 


country—even from England. Many 
seedsmen and nurserymen voted, too. 
One thing that surprised us was the 


number of clubs that sent in club votes. 
Garden clubs particularly, and even a 
rose society, assembled the 12 issues at 
their January meeting and each member 
cast his or her votes, the secretary re- 
cording the totals which were mailed to 
us. All these votes were officially count- 
ed, but we had to cast out many ballots 
on which, very honestly, was written 
“all 12 covers were best.” 

Many valuable suggestions for future 
covers were received with the ballots. 
All are being carefully considered; they 
will assist us greatly in selecting future 
cover subjects.

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Where Do I Garden ? 


In Oshkosh, b’Gosh! 


By EUNICE FISHER, (Wis.) 


(The following article was submitted by 
Mrs. Fisher in response to the invitation, 
“Where Do You Garden?” on page 35 of 
the January issue, which solicited contribu- 
tions from gardeners in “unusual” or “neg- 
lected” areas relating to their methods of 
solving their soil or climatic problems.— 
Editor) 


Y garden, like gardens everywhere, 
has been influenced by climate. 
Plants that thrive in many states 

a little farther south wouldn’t be any 


. . a e | 
happier in blustery Wisconsin than a | 
snowman on a hot stove. So I have had, 


to choose wisely, developing my farm 
garden under dictation of the weather. 
It has turned out much to my liking and 
I have derived endless pleasure from it. 
The garden was once an old orchard. 
Although it had been long neglected and 
many of the trees were in a dying con- 
dition, I saw in this space the makings 
of a lovely planting, using trees and 
shrubs and perennial borders. There 
was hard work ahead to clear and plant 
it—as I soon found out. 

Along the north edge of the area was 
a row of old overgrown currant and 
gooseberry bushes. By using the farm 
tractor and a long chain, these were soon 
pulled out. In their places were planted 
white and Norway spruce trees, in 
rather small sizes and quite close to- 
gether, to make a presentable appear- 
ance for the time being. An alternate 
row of spruce was planted on the inside, 
making a windbreak which we needed 
badly. As the trees grew larger every 
other one was removed to allow those 
remaining to grow without crowding. 

To give shelter from savage northeast 
winds I also used small trees, arborvitae, 
and large shrubs. Two Austrian pines 
and a long, high hedge of common 
lilae give privacy from a busy highway 
on the south. 

In the “living room” section a black 
walnut tree, raised from a nut planted 
by my husband 25 years ago, spreads its 
branches for shade over the lawn chairs 
and table. Flowering crabs, which are 


very hardy and lovely in flower and 
fruit, provide background along the 


north side of this room for phlox, iris 
and hemeroecallis. On the shady side of 
these crab trees is a sunken path bor- 
dered with primulas of many species 
and inter-planted with spring 
hepatieas, trilhums, ervthroniums, 
centra cucullaria, Dicentra eximia 
ferns,

some of them passing on after a brief 
stay, some still faithful with good 
blooms each year. A few were not suit- 
able for my needs and were dug out to 
be replaced with better material. 

Wherever it was possible to do so, 
berried shrubs were used for the double 
purpose of providing attractive foliage 
in the garden and a plentiful supply of 
fruit for the birds. Nothing can surpass 
the viburnum family for this purpose, 
in my locality. Those varieties I have 
used have proved hardy beyond all 
doubt. They have attractive bloom and 
foliage, plenty of berries for the birds, 
and most of them sport brilliantly col- 
ored foliage in autumn. 

First choice in this family of shrubs 
is V. prunifolium. It is native to many 
of the northern states. Small specimens 
were dug from my grandfather’s wood 
lot and have survived cold and wet, or 
heat and drought. It is not a fast grow- 
ing shrub but its neat growth and glossy 
foliage make it beautiful when in bloom 
or in autumn color. 

V. lantana is also a good choice. It 
holds its leaves long in fall but lacks 
brilliant color. How the birds love the 
berries! V. tomentosum plieatum has 
lovely foliage and can do with a bit more 
moisture than the first two. Our native 
highbush eranberry, V. trilobum, was 
used for its good appearance in flower 
and fruit but these berries are left until 
after all others are eaten so they are not 
quite as appetizing to the birds. 

The earliest shrub of all to bloom, 
Prunus tomentosa, has pink buds and 
masses of white flowers which are fol- 
lowed by bright red cherries that are 
really good to eat. No wonder the eat- 
birds, robins, thrashers and bluejays 
come flocking in for the feast! 

Elderberries are attractive in bloom 
and birds love their fruits but undesir- 
able growth habits have banished it 
from the garden. Alluring to the bees 
when in bloom and to the robins when in 
fruit is the tatarian honeysuckle, Loni- 
cera tatarica. Kolkwitzia spreads its 
long branches with masses of pink flow- 
ers as a background for iris. Persian 
lilaes in pink, purple, lavender and 
white give me billowy masses of bloom 
each year. Hybrid lilacs are taking over 

vacant places left from digging out old 

Spirea vanhouttei bushes which require 
too much pruning to keep them in good 
condition. Lilacs sometimes get their 
buds nipped by our late spring freezes 
but on the whole are very satisfactory 
shrubs. 


Forsythia sometimes gives me spectac- 
ular bloom. But if the weatherman de- 
cides on giving us a week or two of 15° 
below zero weather there will be no 
yellow bells except where deep snow 
buried the branches. This shrub grows 
very fast, needs lots of room, and breaks 
easily under heavy snow. 

Evergreens provide year round inter- 
est. White, Norway, black hill, and 
dlue spruce, pyramidal and American

arborvitae, pfitzer, Savin, Dundee and 
spiny Greek junipers, yews in variety, 
mugho and Austrian pine, chamaecyp- 
aris and several varieties of dwarf rock 
garden conifers. 

Seattered throughout the shrub _ bor- 
ders are hundreds of white and yellow 
daffodils in more than sixty varieties.

When tulips fade, iris and early 
hemeroeallis take over. Many varieties 
of hemeroeallis come into bloom with 
delphiniums and border phlox. They 


continue to open as regal, centifolium, 
and other hybrid lilies bloom, inter- 
planted with blue and white platycodon. 

Not all of the plantings were success- 
ful. Among the failures were vitex, 
buddleia, kerrias, weigela, oakleaf hy- 
drangea, hybrid tea and climbing roses, 
Aronia arbutifolia, and chionanthus. It 
is much too eold for redbuds, dogwood, 
abelias and crape myrtles. My soil is too 
limey for azaleas, rhododendrons, winter- 
berries, or blueberries. Chrysanthemums 
are not really dependable for good fall 
bloom, except the early-flowering cush- 
ion *mums. Lupines, iceland poppies 
and penstemons leave me quickly. 

Small plants of false spirea, Sorbaria 
sorbifolia, soon became large ones that 
have caused many hours of back-break- 
ing digging in an attempt to eliminate 
them. To date I have been not too 
successful. 

The old, common, white lilac was very 
nearly as invasive and is proving just 
as difficult to rout. Here again the farm 
tractor did its part in pulling the main 
bush, thus relieving us of hours of dig- 
ging. But many root sprouts are yet to 
be removed. A small specimen concolor 
fir will fill this space when they have 
been conquered. 

Though I sometimes yearn for a few 
of the more tender, choice things that 
are not hardy in my garden, I ean con- 
sole myself a bit when I look over the 
little plot of saxifrages that so kindly 
have taken to the shady seree patch I 
have prepared for them. Rare little 
grey-green jewels, they have spread 
themselves slowly over lime stone and 
pebbles. Though our winter wind rages 
and snow fills the garden to a depth of 
three or four feet, I know when spring 
comes they will be there to greet me, 
as happy as when snow covered them in 
early winter. 

When snow has at last left the bor- 
ders I will find eroeus and daffodils 
pushing up their green tips. Once again 
there will be masses of bright color and 
I will forget that not all of the shrubs 
and trees and plants of warmer states 
will live and bloom for me.

STURDY evergreen = shrub 
which never fails to attract 
attention and draw questions 
is leatherleaf mahonia (Mahonia 
bealei), one of the small genus of 
barberry relatives named in honor 
of Bernard M’Mahon, a prominent 
Philadelphia horticulturist of the 
arly 1800s. Though introduced 
from China just a little over a cen- 
tury ago and apparently well 
known in Victorian gardens, in 
which the bizarre and unusual were 
always held in high esteem, this 
species of mahonia is found in 
comparatively few gardens today 
and its numerous good points have 
| gone unappreciated by many keen 
gardeners. 
Like the other species in eastern 
Asia and western North America, 
| this Chinese mahonia as strong 
affinities with the barberries, and 
it has sometimes been listed as Ber- 
beris bealei, though this combina- 
| tion is not favored by most bota-

leaves and their stems lack spines 

or thorns, while the barberries have 
simple leaves, either deciduous or 
evergreen, and their stems are 
spiny, as every acquaintance of 
theirs discovers early, usually to 

| his discomfort. So, one might say 
that the defense of the mahonias 
rests entirely on the spiny teeth of 
their leaflets, while that of the bar- 
berries lies in their three-branehed 
spines set along the branches and 
to lesser degree in the sharp serra- 
tions of the leaves of many species. 
The flowers of both groups are 
about the same, but those of the 
mahonias are generally larger. They 


are bright, cup-shaped blossoms 
made up of separate glistening 


yellow petals, and borne in arech- 
ing sprays at the tips of the 
branches. Those of leatherleaf ma- 
honia are about one-half inch 
across and fragrant, and they make 
a striking picture in late March 
and early April when the racemes 
push out from the fat terminal 
buds. The berries which follow 
pass through color transitions from 
green to blue, and finally to blue- 
black by early summer when they 
are mature and fall to the ground. 
Seedlings spring up quickly, elus-

These evergreen leaves are as rigid 
and as fearsomely armed as those — | 
of any hardy shrub, and they may 
well be described as blades. There 
are usually more than seven leaf- | 
lets to each leaf, though sometimes 
only five, and all except the ter- 
minal one are asymmetrical and 
oblique at the base. 

The unusual stiffness of the leaf- 
lets and the sharp points along 
their margins make this a shrub 
that one does not brush into with- 
out caution—at least, not the see- 
ond time!—but if approached with

Amelanchier laevis), which puts out 
its soft plumes of white soon after the 
lemon yellow flowers of the mahonia 
have finished. This composition is ecom- 
manding at all seasons of the year, and 
the same grouping could be adapted 
to a planting of pines or spruces and 
such feature trees as flowering and 
Kousa dogwoods, photinias, tree-lilaes, 
and many others. 

Mahonia bealei is rather surprisingly 
hardy for a shrub of such exotie ap- 
pearance, as it survives temperatures 
below zero without damage. <A_ well- 
drained though not a dry one, 
seems a prime requisite for the best 
growth, and an abundance of humus, 
eafy compost, or well-rotted manure 
insures good plants. Like the other 
mahonia species, this shrub seems well 
fortified against insect attack, and 
plant diseases seem to cause it no 
trouble, though it may be somewhat 
susceptible to black stem rust or wheat 
rust.

Sweet Peas 


Here are a few more reports on the 
Cuthbertson sweet peas in response to 
the letter from Ann Roe Robbins in the 
November issue. 


Success on a Mountain 


"T Hs past year we grew Cuthbert- 
son sweet peas with great success. 
They were planted in the same way 
as other sweet peas. We have tested 
different varieties in the past trying to 
find one that really did well on this 
mountain where we live. Seed of the 
Cuthbertson strain was planted in a 
trench that was first dug about 7 
inches deep. Old manure placed in the 
bottom was covered with a little top 
soil. Then the seed was sown about 5 
inches apart and the trench filled in as 
this sprouted. 

The earliest flowers appeared dur- 
ing the last week in June. At first I 
was disappointed that the vines were 
not as tall as in other years, but the 
flowers more than made up for that. 
We never allowed them to go to seed, 
but eut every second day. Stems were 
from 12 to 14 inches long, flowers 
large and petals wavy. We were en- 
thusiastic about them as we never had 
sweet peas blooming before the third 
week in July prior to this year. They 
bloomed steadily until about the see- 
ond week in September.—Mrs. WALTER 
S. Merwin, (Penna.) 


“Super-Success” in California 
HREE packets of Cuthbertson 
sweet peas were planted last Feb- 

ruary after soaking the seed for 24 

hours. These were sown 3 inches apart, 

in sandy soil, on the north side of a 

4-foot picket fence. They bordered the 

lawn so there was plenty of moisture. 

Bloom began in the middle of May 
and continued profusely as long as | 
kept them picked. I had every vase 
and bowl, and at times even the dish 
pan, full to overflowing, and 1 was 
keeping two of my neighbors supplied 
with bouquets as well. However, after 

July 1, I was unable to pick them fre 

quently enough and they started form- 

ing seed pods. When I pulled the 
vines out in September they still had 
quite a few blooms.—(Mrs.) PuxILo-

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EW flowering plants can surpass 
the orchid cacti in size of blossoms 
and richness of color. Their long- 

lasting flowers and wide color range, to- 
gether with their easy culture, make 
them one of the most desirable house 
plants. In the semi-tropical zone they 
are grown on open porches, in lath 
houses and outdoors under trees. 

The first hybrid orchid cactus was de- 
veloped in Europe over a century ago. 
This was far from its natural habitat 
for, with the exception of a few unim- 
portant species of rhipsalis, cacti are 
native to the Western Hemisphere. 
Early maritime traders brought strange 
plants to Europe from Mexican and 
South American ports. Among them 
were the white-flowered, night-blooming 
epiphyllums, the Nopalxochia phyl- 
lanthoides with small pink flowers and 
the terrestrial Heliocereus speciosus, a 
day-blooming carmine-flowered variety 
with a beautiful iridescent blue sheen. 

These plants soon found their way 
into the hands of collectors and since 
hybridizing was already popular several 
hundred hybrid varieties were produced

during the next century. The popularity 
of orchid cacti as house plants was un- 
disputed and American importers paid 
fabulous prices for the European 
hybrids. 

It was not until 1925 that H. M. 
Wegener of Los Angeles, California 
imported a number of orchid cacti from 
Europe. Recrossing them with true 
species epiphyllums, selenicereus, helio- 
cereus, echinopsis and other related 
cacti, he built up a collection of several 
hundred new hybrids in ten years’ time. 
Since then several growers in California 
have produced many hybrids and are 
now offering hundreds of new varieties 
of orchid cacti yearly. These range in 
color from magenta (reddish purple) 
through red, orange to yellow and 
many bicolors. In spring, when the 
long leaf-like branches put forth huge 
buds that burst open at sundown into 
spectacular flowers so brilliantly colored 
and beautifully formed, they do not 
seem real. 

The long green branches of the orchid 
cactus often grow round and woody for 
a few inches, before becoming flat or 
three-winged. The average width of the 
“leaf” is three inches. The body of the 
branch consists of a soft pulp with a 
sticky mucilaginous sap. It is supported

by a woody midrib with smaller lateral 
ribs extending to each areole. The outer 
skin is relatively water tight and evapo- 
ration from the plant body is slight. 
Branch edges have the true eactus char- 
acteristic of areoles, set in the crena- 
tions, which may contain felt-like 
cushions, bristles, or even a few spines. 
In some species small scales or modified 
leaves are found. The rounded crena- 
tions, in which the areoles sit, are 
sharply or deeply notched alternately, 
never opposite. Aerial roots often de- 
velop on the tips of the branches and 
along the midrib toward the end. These 
air-roots take moisture from the humid 
air and are remnants of their epiphytic 
ancestors. 

The flowers of cacti are bisexual, hav- 
ing both pollen bearing and receptive 
organs in the same flower, but they 


‘depend upon the exchange of pollen 


from other flowers of the same species. 
Therefore, cacti are dependent on bees 
to perform the service of pollination. 


Christmas cactus. The popular Christ- 
mas cactus (Zygoeactus truncatus), 
found in many homes throughout the 
civilized world, is closely related to the 
orchid cactus and their eulture is 
identical. The true species epiphyllums 
are native to tropical forests of Mexico 
and South America, where they grow 
high up on the branches and crotches of 
jungle trees along with rare orchids. 
They are not parasites but airplants, 
using the trees solely as a place to rest. 
The hair-like roots, firmly clasp the 
coarse bark, absorbing moisture and 
minerals from the leafmold accumulated 
on the bark and at the base of the 
plants. The frequent rains are rapidly 
absorbed while the excess water trickles 
to the ground. The leafmold retains 
only enough moisture to keep the roots 
from drying out until the next rain. 
Knowing the habits of the parent stock, 
it is well to remember that in cultiva- 
tion similar growing conditions must 
be provided.

A_ higher 
temperature may induce new growth 
during the winter rest and will result in 
few or no flowers the following spring. 
Water should be decreased to a half eup 
once a week, or Just enough to keep the 
plants from drying out during the 
winter months. This may be inereased 
during late February when buds begir 
to appear. 

After the buds are set and during th: 
growing season, additional food shoul 
be provided by using a top dressing o! 
cow manure or a good commercial plat 
food—used according to directions 0 
the package. Spraying the plants wit 
a fine spray of water to keep buds fror 
falling off and the plants dust free does 
much to promote good health and 
growth the vear around.

Your Roses 


By HARRY L. ERDMAN 
Manager, Hershey Rose Gardens 


M Everyone who 
grows roses at all wants lots of them. 
The more it is possible to have from a 
plant the better the rose lover likes it— 
provided they are of full size and well 
formed. Proper pruning has a great 
deal to do with quantity and quality 
in rose production. Our experience in 
rose pruning at the Hershey Rose 
Garden may be helpful to home 
gardeners. 

Although this story deals primarily 
with spring and summer pruning, some- 
thing should be said first about autumn 
preparation tor this program. The only 
fall pruning we do is to cut back ex- 
cessively long canes to prevent wind- 
whipping. If this oceurs it loosens the 
plants at the base, allowing the roots 
to dry or freeze, thus often seriously 
injuring the plants. ; 

Because of the great number of 
plants to be cared for, we sometimes 
use the electric hedge trimmer for top- 
ping roses, cutting the tops of the 
plants in the beds just as we would 
trim the top of a hedge. We eut so 
that the bushes stand about 3 to 314 
feet high. 

Experience has taught us that severe 
pruning in autumn can cause consider- 
able damage in several ways. If the 
bushes are pruned too low, a few days 
ot extremely mild weather, such as we 
oceasionally do have here during the 
winter months, will eause the buds to 
become active. Resultant growth will 
immediately freeze when the tempera- 
ture again drops down to normal. This 
will seriously retard the growth of the 
plants in spring when they should be 
doing their best. 

We have learned to avoid cutting 
extra heavy canes in fall because water 
seeps into the sott pithy centers. Sub- 
sequent freezing results in splitting of 
the canes and often the root stock as 
well, causing additional injury and 
sometimes the death of a greater part 
of the plant. 
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After this fall pruning the Hybrid 
Tea roses will average about 21% feet 
in height. Other varieties, such as 
Polyantha, Floribunda, and so on, will 
vary according to the type or ultimate 
development of the plant and the pur- 
pose for which it is used. 


Winter protection. By the time fall 
pruning is completed the plants are 
completely dormant. Soil from __ be- 
tween the rows of plants is hilled as 
high as possible around the base of 
each, thus providing all the winter 
protection we have found necessary 
here. 

This winter protection—mounding 
soil around the base of plants—is a 
very important factor in the success 
of our spring and summer pruning 
program. While the average winter 
temperature in this latitude or hort 
cultural planting zone is usually not 
severe enough to do a great deal of 
harm, we sometimes get a sudden drop 
which is low enough to do some damage 
by freezing. 


Nature’s pruning. When such freez- 
ing occurs, we will find some varieties 
frozen to the surface in spring, in our 
case, to the top of the mound or hill 
provided for the plants. If you live 
farther north where the winter tem- 
peratures are constantly low, this freez- 
ing is nature’s way of pruning your 
rose bushes, as well as other plants. 

Our northern neighbors are more 
fortunate than we, in that we must do 
most of this pruning by manual labor. 
Nature usually does more severe pru! 
ing than we would ever dream of doing 
for we rarely have the heart to cut 
back so far. 

In the spring when growth gets unde: 
way, we usually find a number of 
strong, sturdy shoots springing from 
the base of these plants that nature 
has pruned by freezing. By bloon 
ing time these will produce flower:

Any bare or weed infested spots in a 


lawn can be re-sown as soon as it is 
possible to break up the ground. Use 


a hand cultivator on small spots and 
an iron rake where the area is large.

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Tips for Northern Gardeners 


By JAMES S. J 


HE weather and the type of soil 

in your garden decide the date for 

starting spring gardening. Sandy 
soil can be handled earlier than 
heavy soil. Do not work soil if it is 
still sticky. If vou did not dig the 
garden in the fall, it will require it 
now. Be sure to dig deeply and add 
as much organic material as you can 
afford. The term organic includes all 
types of rotted animal manure or 
plant refuse, such as cow manure and 
rotted leaves. After digging is com- 
pleted, the ground should be rough 
raked. 

Garden peas are the first crop you 
ean put in. Make shallow trenches, 
2 or 3 inches deep and the width of 
the spade or hoe, and 3 to 4 feet apart. 
Broadeast the peas in the trenches at 
the rate of one pound to each 40 feet 
of treneh, and then cover them with 
soil. I like to make two sowings ten 
days apart. 

If vood weather holds, beets, car- 
rots, lettuce, swiss chard and prickly 
spinach ean all be sown, but do not 
attempt to put out vegetable plants. 
When the weather is warmer, possibly 
early April, will be soon enough. 


The coldframe can be a wonderful 
help in spring work to those who do 
not own a greenhouse, because most 
flower and vegetable seeds can be 
started in it late this month. The 
electrically heated hotbed can be put 
to use now, too, and naturally germina- 
tion in it will be quicker. Remember, 
though, that protection must be pro- 
vided for the hotbed or coldframe in 
extreme cold and at night. Airing is 
necessary if the sun is shining even 
in cold weather, but until the weather 
warms up just a erack of air will 
suffice. 


Sweet peas can be sown in the flower 
varden this month if weather and 
soil conditions are right, but sow 
them in a spot where sweet peas have 
not been sown for several years. | 
prefer to plant them in a trench, into 
which manure has been worked, or 
they can be sown in rich’soil. Sow

quite thickly, 144 inches deep, and 
thin them when they germinate. Two 
more flower seeds that can go in now 
are centaurea (cornflower) and lark- 
spur. 


The winter protection over the 
strawberries and the perennial bor- 
ders, weather permitting of course, 
can be removed in March or early 
April. If the plants have heaved, and 
very often they will have if the beds 
are new, just press them back into 
the ground with your foot. Do not 
allow heaved plants to remain ex- 
posed or the roots will dry out. 


Roses. In uncovering roses I like 
to do the job piece-meal. First Ff re- 
move the muleh, and then several 
days later, if I-have manure on hand, 
this is put between the rows before 
the soil that was drawn around the 
plants is leveled. This is an excellent 
way to feed old rose beds, and they 
do require oceasional feeding. A 
coarse grade of bonemeal is a good 
substitute for the manure. 


New rose beds. Roses like good 
drainage and good depth of soil. Ii 
you wish to plant roses in a section 
ot the garden that is wet, it will be 
advisable to dig it out first to a depth 
of 3 teet and at the bottom put a 
layer of rocks and gravel a foot deep. 
Cover this with a layer of salt hay 
to keep the soil from being washed 
into the gravel. Into the 2 feet of 
soil that goes over the hay, inecor- 
porate a generous amount of manure 
or bonemeal. If the subsoil is light 
and porous, drainage of course will 
not be necessary, but deep digging, 
preferably double-digging, and lots of 
manure will assure excellent condi- 
tions for rose planting. 


Rose planting. For each rose bush, 
dig a hole wide enough to allow the 
roots to be spread out and deep enough 
to allow the graft, which is the thick 
area of the main stem, to be just under 
the surface of the soil when planting 
is completed. It makes the job much 
easier if two people plant roses, one 
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Clay bulb pans make the best contain- 
ers in which to start small amounts 
of seed indoors or in the hotbed. An 
inch or so of broken pots should go 
drainage.

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Some of the larger seeds can be started in soil 
in Ferto-Pots, made from rotted cow manure, 
and stood in flats, so that they suffer no check at 
planting out time.

Bulbs that are naturalized can be 
fed as soon as the frost is out of the 
ground. Just broadeast any good fer- 
tilizer on the area planted, and a good 
percentage of it will leach down to 
the roots. There are, of course, bulb 
foods on the market, but if you en- 
counter difficulty in procuring them 
a good potato fertilizer will do fine. 


Gladiolus. If you desire an early 
cutting of gladiolus, a planting could 
be made as soon as the ground is work- 
able. Plant the bulbs 4 or 5 inches 
deep, and space them 4 inches apart. 


Forcing rhubarb outdoors is a splen- 
did idea if you are a rhubarb pie en- 
thusiast. Invert a barrel, basket or 
large box over the clump of rhubarb, 
and put some manure or leaves around 
it. In a week or two the plant will 
make early succulent growth. 


Lawn troubles. My lawns, and I 
note many other folks’ lawns too, suf- 
fered from an unexpected return of 
the Japanese beetle last fall. Summer 
crabgrass camouflaged the area where 
the beetles were at work, but in late 
fall the full extent of the damage was 
only too obvious. The only real cure 
for badly infected areas is to rip 
them up and reseed. Where the dam- 


age is not too bad, I plan to loosen 
the soil surface with 
then we will reseed.

I 
have not had any experience with it, 
but I am also told it is cheaper to use 
than arsenate of lead, and will grub- 
proof a lawn for four years. Your 
local county farm agent would give 
you the correct information as_ to 
quantities to use. 


Chinch bugs were-also very busy 
during the warm dry fall of last year, 
and much damage was done by them 
to old lawns. Reseeding is necessary 
where damage was bad, but the first 
step is to loosen the surface of the 
ground with a rake, so that the seed 
van have some covering. The seeding 
should be done as soon as the ground 
conditions are right for working, and 
after seeding a light rolling will help. 
If the area is not too badly damaged, 
you could broadeast seed early this 
month and just let it fall into the 
frost cracks, and it will find its own 


natural covering. Seed thus sown 
should germinate very early. For

fertilizer is preferable to the chemical 
fertilizers because the organic will feed 
the lawn over a longer period of time. 
It becomes available to the plants 
more slowly. Chemical fertilizer is 
available almost immediately, but the 
grass plants are not able to assimilate 
all of it at the time it is available. 
You can purchase a lawn fertilizer, 
or a good substitute is corn fertilizer. 
Twenty pounds per 1,000 square feet 
is about right. 


Pruning continues this month, or if 
you have not vet begun the job, it can 
still be started on shrubs and trees 
as suggested in last month’s Pointers. 
Vines such as wistaria should have 
the young wood eut back to two or 
three eyes from the old stem. If 
summer pruning was done, this is 
simple, but when the vines have been 
allowed to ramble, old wood must be 
thinned too, leaving enough, of course, 
to cover the area desired. When old 
wood is cut, it means no flowers that 
spring. When wistarias do not flower 
year after year, summer pruning will 
do more to correct the condition than 
anything else I know of. Summer 
pruning is simply the cutting back of 
all new growth to 3 or 4 inches, three 
or tour times during the growing 
season, ; 


Bignonia (trumpet vine) is more 
often than not just allowed to grow 
and grow, and it can make very strong 
growth.

In one part 
of the garden this has as a companion 
the “cloudy sky blue” of Iris caerulea 
and another specimen has, as its setting, 
a deep drift of Triteleia (or Brodiaea) 
uniflora. This tiny “spring star flower” 
I consider the most indispensable of the 
‘arly bulbs, the most daring little prof- 
ligate, yet always so correct that it 
never seems out of harmony. Last spring 
[ ran a ribbon of the little pink violet, 


Rosina, through an established planting, 
and in another location it chose as its 
bosom companion a great drift of the 
elegant Corydalis lutea. 

This practically everblooming peren- 
nial is, in turn, a fine foil for Phlox 
divaricata, and because it is always in 
full bloom with its tiny yellow “bleeding- 
heart” sprays, in the smother of our July 
heat as well as in the cool of spring, 
it occurs to me to try it, another year, 
with the azure of Ceratostigma plum- 
baginoides which lines a short path in 
semi-shade. 

Under, and just in back of, this same 
ceratostigma I have started a collection 
of eolechicum and feel that, at last, | 
have solved the puzzle of where to plant 
these important “problem” bulbs. Cera- 
tostigma sleeps late in spring and as 
the colchicum’s great sheaves of foliage 
yellow they can be gradually tucked out 
of sight under the plumbago’s wiry mat. 
There will still be a sprinkling of its 
blue stars to weleome the colchicum’s 
flaring funnels in fall and the dense 
foliage will be positive protection 
against mud-spattering during the early 
autumn rains.

Here’s How to Have 





Healthy Gladiolus 


By DR. ROGER W. RYAN 


M@ Last season many 
home gardeners saw their gladiolus 
blooms dry up and shrivel even before 
they opened. Others found the quality 
of their blooms to be far below what 
they had expected. More often than 
not, both these unfortunate develop- 
ments were due to injury by thrips; 
which in many areas increased abnor- 
mally owing to the unfavorable weather 
conditions that prevailed. 

The gladiolus thrips is a small, slen- 
der, winged insect, black in the adult 
stage, and ranging from about %%5 to 
14 inch long. Its worst characteristic, 
from the gardener’s standpoint at least, 
is that it has an intense desire to bore 
into the tender gladiolus bud before it 
has opened. Its next worst charac- 
teristic is that it multiplies very rap- 
idly. Because of this, once it has be- 
come established, the amount of injury 
increases as the season progresses. 

The first indication of thrips damage 
usually is whitened areas on the leaves 
(not perforated, as with Japanese 
beetles) where the green color has been 
removed. As the flower spike develops, 
the buds may have a more or less dried- 
up appearance, or they may fail to 
open altogether. Irregular blotches of 
white will be noted on the colored 
varieties. Besides injuring the foliage 
and blooms, the thrips often stay with 
the gladiolus corms or bulbs when they 
are stored for the winter, and if the 
storage place is warm they will injure 
the corm’s surface, giving it a rough, 
brown appearance, and seriously redue- 
ing its vitality. 

The first step in preventing thrips 
injury is treatment of the eorms. The 


second step is periodic treatment of the 
plants after they have made about 6 
i erowth.

How to treat corms. At the present 
time, the most effective method of 
treating the corms is to dust them with 
5 per cent DDT dust, which is avail- 
able at seed and farm supply stores 
as well as from mail order houses. A 
small spoonful of this dust should be 
put into a large paper bag of corms 
and the bag then shaken. Where larger 
quantities are involved, the rate is 1 
ounce of dust per bushel of corms. 
Where open storage trays are used, a 
hand duster may be used to apply a 
light coating of dust to the corms. 

All purchased corms should be dusted 
as soon as received, and all corms 
should be allowed to remain in a warm 
location (around 70°) for several weeks 
after treatment, so that any eggs will 
develop. Care must be taken to avoid 
breathing the DDT dust and to avoid 
getting it into the eyes. The hand duster 
method should be used only outdoors, 
or a respirator and dust-tight goggles 
should be used in enclosed spaces. 

Another method of corm treatment is 
with naphthalene flakes, which have 
long been tound effective for thrips 
control. Some damage due to this 
method has occasionally been reported, 
though this has probably been due to 
impure material or improper use. It 
is important to secure naphthalene 
flakes that are free from any other 
moth-control agents, and only thorough- 
ly dried, dormant corms should be 
treated. 

A small spoonful of naphthalene flakes 
should be placed in a large paper bag 
of corms, the bag closed and left for 
several weeks in a warm location. 
Tightly closed containers should never 
be used, however, and this treatment 
should not be used later than about

Grow Your Own Delphiniums

OU needn’t wait until late August 

or September to plant delphinium 

seed! Good delphiniums also can 
be grown from seed planted in spring. 
Many specialists make spring plant- 
ings either by preference or necessity 
—with excellent results. 

Seed sown in early or mid-March 
will provide plants ready to set out in 
May. Some flowers will be produced 
in August and September, but the prize 
winners will come the following July. 
If you missed out on planting del- 
phinium seed last fall, try some this 
spring. 


Choosing seed. Buy good seed from 
a reliable source. This is good advice 
to follow with all flower seeds but par- 
ticularly delphinium. Good seed may 
cost a little more but it may mean the 
difference between success and fail- 
ure. It takes no more space or care 
to grow good delphiniums than scrubs. 
The results will be infinitely more 
pleasing—of that you can be sure. 

Most people want to know where 
zood seed of fine delphinium ean be 
bought. That’s easy. Buy from a 


grower who specializes in delphinium. 
A specialist takes pains to select his 
strains for high quality and to keep 
his seed fresh by storing it in air 
tight containers at a low temperature 
until shipped. The purchaser bene- 
fits by better germination, as well as 
more and superior plants. Look for 
these specialists in flower magazines. 
One is less likely to find good seed of 
the outstanding delphinium strains in 
a hardware store or in the five and 
ten. 

A question often asked is, ‘‘ What 
variety or strain of delphinium should 
I buy?’’ <A _ beginner will not go 
wrong by starting with Giant Pacific 
Hybrids which were originated and 
are being improved continually by 
Vetterle and Reinelt. They come in 
white, lilac, lavender, and shades of 
blue from light blue, medium blue, 
dark blue to violet and combinations 
of these shades. Other growers have 
made selections from these hybrids 
and offer their own strains—some quite 
good. For a few plants, start with a 
packet of mixed shades of Giant Pa- 
cific hybrid seeds. Later, you will 


want to try some of the English strains 
such as Wrexham or Blackmore and 
Langdon hybrids. 


How to plant seed. Plant the seed 
in flats in the greenhouse or basement. 
Fill each flat with a mixture of one- 
third loam, one-third clean sand, and 
one-third sereened peatmoss. Some 
growers vary these proportions to 
suit individual faney; others use one 
third loam and two-thirds coarse leaf- 
mold. A mixture of two-thirds loam 
and one-third vermiculite works very 
well. The delphinium doesn’t care so 
long as it has a more or less spongy 
mixture that does not pack too hard, 
holds water fairly well, and yet drains 
adequately. No fertilizer or manure 
should be added to this seed planting 
mixture. Seedlings do not need it 
and manure, especially, may cause 
rotting of seed in the soil and later 
may encourage damping-off of seed- 
lings. 

Level off and firm the soil mixture 
in the flat with a piece of board or 
two-by-four and scatter the seed, or

England States southward, nearly to 
the Gulf of Mexico, and southwestward 
to the Mississippi River. Many of us 
used to seek the chestnut trees that grew 
on hillsides throughout this region and 
gathered nuts to dry and store for fu- 
ture use. We never thought of Thanks- 
giving meals without including chest- 
nuts in some form or other on that 
festive occasion. 

Chestnut trees had other uses besides 
that of furnishing nuts for food pur- 
poses. They also were used for lum- 
ber and tannin, which placed this tree 
in an important role in the economic 
life of our country. The wood made 
an excellent grade lumber and supplied 
ties for railroads and poles. All of 
this is past history because the chest- 
nut blight found its way into this coun- 
try and literally wiped out every plant- 
ing in the entire growing region. For 
many years, we have seen no living 
traces of our American chestnut trees 
in their original habitat but have found 
only dead stumps where these plants 
have been killed by the hundreds of 
thousands. 

American botanists attempted to find 
chestnut trees that were resistant to 
the dread blight and imported a great 
number of plants from European coun- 
tries in an effort to loeate at least one 
that would survive the attacks of this 
disease. The first attempt failed in 
this respect, but finally a tree was found 
in China that was most blight resistant. 
Now this is the basis of another new 
and growing business in horticulture. 
Although the Chinese chestnut is not 
available in sufficient numbers to be 
classed as a commercial erop, it has 
found its way into the hands of many 
amateur growers or home gardeners 
who report very good success in the 
culture of it. 

Dr. H. Reid Hunter, a school super- 


Quick Returns From 


Chinese Chestnuts 


By C. J. HUDSON, JR., (Ga.) 


intendent in Atlanta, Georgia, is one 
of our pioneers in the culture of Chi- 
nese chestnuts and experimentation with 
them. Some 14 or 15 years ago, soon 
after they were brought to this coun- 
try, he started raising these plants on 
his small farm. He experimented with 
locations, soil types, fertilizers, etc., 
and has a wealth of knowledge that 
could be passed on to others interested 
in growing Chinese chestnuts. Dr. 
Hunter says, “Our southeastern region 
is destined to be the largest growing 
section for Chinese chestnuts because 
our climate is more like that of China 
where these plants originated.” 

The plantings at Dr. Hunter’s farm 
range from trees barely one to two 
years old to mature trees 14 years old 
and in full bearing capacity. His trees 
greatly resemble those of large apple 
trees and perhaps are even a bit larger 
than some varieties. They are in excel- 
lent shape, being quite rounded, thus 
making them ideal for use, not only 
as a row crop for commercial or semi- 
commercial plantings, but also as an 
ornamental plant in the home garden. 
Dr. Hunter states that these trees re- 
quire very little pruning as they seem 
to shape themselves without any special 
attention, although some types will 
have a tendeney to develop a strong 
central leader while others seem to pre- 
sent a more bushy head of growth. 
Considering all angles of the use of 
Chinese chestnuts, Dr. Hunter sug- 
gests that when grown for ornamental 
purposes very little pruning is required, 
but he advises the removal of the lower 
branches of the trees when they arm 
planted as row crops to facilitate ease 
of cultivation and spraying, wien 
mechanical tools are used. i 

One of the interesting features of 
the Chinese chestnut is the fact that 
the trees begin bearing within two to 
three years after being started from 
the seed stage. Many people like this 
particular feature because it does not 
require many years of waiting beforé 
plants come into production. Of eourse 
in mentioning the two to three yea! 
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bearing period, the trees are not large 
enough at that time to produce any 
sizable quantity of nuts, but at least 
the grower has the satisfaction of seeing 
his plants bear within a very short 
time. In Dr. Hunter’s planting of 
seedlings, he has many small trees bear- 
ing in the second year. 

Many people interested in the Chi- 


nese chestnut have asked what could 
be expected in returns from a full- 
grown tree. In checking with Dr. 


Hunter in this respect, he states that his 
14-year old trees produce a good aver- 
age yield of two bushels of nuts per 
tree. These nuts weigh from 60 to 65 
pounds per bushel. Based upon the 
average price of 75 cents per pound, 
paid for chestnuts at this time, Dr. 
Hunter figures that he gets returns of 
about $40.00 per tree. Of course, this 
price may not stay as high for an 
indefinite period, but as long as there 
are not enough trees for commercial 
production, it will represent a very 
vood return for these trees which could 
be had by any amateur grower. 

The nuts produced by seedlings vary 
greatly in size, but Dr. Hunter states 
that size does not have any particular 
effect on the quality of the nut as he 
has produced some of excellent flavor 
from the small types as well as from 
the very large ones. Usually, the nuts 
of the Chinese.species (Castanea mol- 
lissima) average larger in size than 
those of the American chestnut. In 
fact, Dr. Hunter states that in many 
cases the larger nut is not always the 
best one, either in flavor quality or 
because some of the larger ones have 
a greater tendency to mildew while 
still in the burr. 

Some people wonder why the Chinese 
chestnut is propagated only by seeds 
and not by other means such as graft- 
ing and cuttings. Dr. Hunter has 


At the present time, Dr. H. Reid Hunter of Atlanta, Georgia, 


made a study of this method of propa- 
gation in collaboration with Mr. Max 
Hardy. They found that grafting has 
not been perfected as yet because, for 
some reason or other, the wood does 
not knit together well in the grafting 
process. However, plant scientists will 
tind some way to overcome this diffi- 
culty and will later be able to produce 
trees that are uniform to size of 
nuts. 

Going back to the propagation by 
seed, it was suggested by these two men 
that the nuts be planted immediately 
after ripening as they germinate best 


as 


if this is done within 48 hours after 
harvesting. This results in better ger- 


mination because the nuts are not per- 
mitted to dry out in the meantime. 
They also suggest that if they cannot 
be planted at once after they are har- 
vested further north, that the nuts be 
kept in cold storage in the winter until 
proper planting time in the spring. 

Dr. Hunter simply saves seeds from 
his own trees, planting them within 
48 hours after they are harvested for 
better germination. He plows out a 
furrow to a depth of about five inches 
and puts the seeds in this. They are 
not as hard to transplant as might be 
expected for even after they are sev- 
eral years old they have not developed 
a large enough taproot to make trans- 
planting diffieult. Dr. Hunter keeps 
his seedlings in the nursery row for 


two years and then moves them to 
their final spot. 
To obtain seed for planting in 


orchards the usual practice is to wait 
until frost has opened the burrs, for 
it is too difficult: to open these by hand. 
However, this method is resorted to 
only when the nuts are to be used for 
seed purposes so the best germination 
may be obtained.

The Intriguing 
Walking Iris 


By Richard Leon Spain, (Ark.) 


- HE intriguing common name “walk- 
ing iris,” led me in quest of Marica 
gracilis and to the discovery that it is 
an altogether pleasing house plant which 
seems to have been generally overlooked. 
Collectors have it but sources of plants 
are few and far between. 

This tropical herb is related to the iris. 
It grows from a rhizome and has an 
attractive fan of long narrow leaves. 
The fragile, scented flowers, which open 
in February or March, are reminiscent 
of both iris and tigridia. Their three 
outer segments are white, the three re- 
flexed inner ones blue. The bases of 
petals are striped with brown. 

Each blossom lasts only a day but is 
replaced by another the following morn- 
ing. The flowers form along the edges of 
a long, flat, leaf-like seape that rises 
above the foliage. Its tip finally arches 
over to the soil and takes root to start 
a new plant, which is the wherefore of 
the name walking iris. 

One species, Marica northiana, also a 
good house plant, has two-foot leaf fans. 
The inner segments of the flowers are 
tipped with violet. They are produced 
in winter and spring. M. eaerulea bears 
arresting blue flowers three inches across, 
but is still harder to find than the other 
two. 

The plants are tolerant of hardships,

except during the blooming period, and 
may be treated any old way—even to the 
denial of sunshine—so long as they have 
plenty of water. Daily watering is ad- 
visable except while the plants are rest- 
ing. It is especially important when 
they are budding and blooming. 

A general potting soil mixture is satis- 
factory. This consists of two parts of 
garden loam, one each of leafmold and 
sand, and one-half part of rotted cow 
manure, with a dash of bone meal. April 
or May is the time to pot or repot. The 
plants should have a semi-shaded, out- 
door loeation for the summer. 

Propagation is easily accomplished by 
rhizome division, and a new plant can be 
started quickly from the tip of the flower 
scape by cutting it off and planting it 
when flowering is finished. A young 
plant started in this manner will reach 
blooming size in two years. 

Marieas are good news for the window 
gardener with little time for giving 
plants special attention. The fact that 
maricas are rarely hosts to disease or 
pests of any kind will be appreciated. 





DDT for Aster Yellows 


HE disease known as aster yellows 

has been very destructive in late 
years, not only to asters but to a greater 
or lesser extent to several species of 
ehrysanthemum, gaillardia, centaurea, 
dimorphotheca, calendula, strawflower, 
phlox, gypsophila, lettuce, carrot and 
others. This is a virus disease which 
causes a yellowing of the foliage, ab- 
normal stunted growth, increased pro- 
duetion of side shoots, and either an ab- 
sence of blooms or stunted blooms with 
greenish-yellow petals. It cannot be 
eradicated from a plant once it has con- 
tracted it. 

Aster yellows is spread only by the 
feeding activities of a leaf-hopper, the 
six-spotted or aster leaf-hopper, and the 
only means of control is by keeping this 
pest away from susceptible plants. Com- 
mereial growers obtain such control by 
vrowing their asters in eloth tents. But 
in the garden spraying has been the only 
method of control, and heretofore this 
lias been none too successful. 

With the appearance of DDT, how- 
ever, the posstbility of much more ef- 
fective control seems probable. Applied 
early (with annuals as soon as they are 
set out) and repeated about every ten 
days, DDT in 5 per cent dust or 50 per 
cent wettable powder used in a spray

February 1. The naphthalene flakes 
should be removed after three or four 
weeks and under no _ cireumstances 
should be left in contact with the corms 
until spring. This is a disadvantage 
as compared with DDT dust, which 
need not be removed from the corms. 

Thrips activity is greatly diminished 
by storing the corms at temperatures 
of around 35° to 40° over winter, 
though care must be taken to avoid 
freezing. 

Of course, even though thrips-free 
corms are planted, your plants may 
become infested from neighboring 
plantings which lave been neglected. 
So try to get your neighbors to treat 
their corms, or it may even pay you 
to do it for them. 


How to treat plants. As soon as the 
eladiolus foliage is 6 inches high, 
start spraying or dusting with DDT, 
and here too you may have to do some 
of this for the neighbors also. The 
5 per cent DDT dust may be readily 
applied with a small bellows type duster 
for plantings of a few hundred corms, 
or with a rotary fan or other knapsack 
type duster for larger plantings. This 
is best done while the dew is on the 
plants and while the air is still. 

I have also had good results with a 
DDT spray made up of 2 pounds of 
50 per cent wettable DDT powder to 
100 gallons ot water, or one-quarter 
of a measuring cup to 3 gallons of 
water. Keep the mixture’ agitated 
while spraying, or with a small com- 
pressed air sprayer shake the sprayer 
at intervals. An equal quantity of a 
fungicide, such as Fermate, Zerlate or 
Parzate (all made by duPont), may 
he added to the DDT spray if foliage 
disease appears. 

Spray or dust every ten days to two 
weeks, and even more frequently if 
thrips appear. After the are 
cut, the frequency of spraying may 
be redueed. 

The new emulsion type DDT’ sprays 
designed for agricultural use are quite 
convenient, effective and safe to use 
on gladiolus, but do not use the ordi- 
nary household, kerosene DDT 
sprays in the garden.

plants, especially those showing yel- 
low, brown or mottled flowers, etc., 
should be promptly dug and destroyed. 
After the corms are dug, the foliage 
should be cut off just above the corm, 
and this foliage and all other gladi- 
olus debris should be burned, buried, 
or removed to a distance. Corms 
should be dried rapidly, in thin layers, 
after digging, and the old or mother 
corm removed as soon as this can be 
readily accomplished, three weeks or 
so after digging. 

Corms should be inspected at the 
time that they are cleaned and just 
before planting, as well as_ several 
times during the winter. All abnor- 
mally soft corms and those showing 
spots (other than scab), rot, large brown 
spots or cavities at the base should 
be destroyed. Brown spots or cavities 
on the base are frequently noted after 
abnormal difficulty has been noted in 
removing the old corm; all corms show- 
ing such spots are best destroyed, as 
these symptoms may indicate fusarium 
rot, which is readily spread. If such 
corms are planted, the more seriously 
infected ones may die without sprouting 
or produce feeble sprouts. Less seri- 
ously infected corms may grow nor- 
mally at first and then the tips of the 
leaves will turn yellow and die back 
gradually until the entire plant is 
dead. In such cases the entire plant 
and the surrounding soil should be 
removed, as the fungus causing this 
disease may live over in the soil for 
several seasons. 
| Botrytis rot is first observed ordi- 
narily as a soft rot of’the entire core, 
later involving the entire corm in a 
soft brown to black rot. (Severe cases 
of fusarium rot may show a similar 
appearance. If this type of rot in- 
| volves a large number of corms, expert 
| diagnosis should be sought from your 
| state experiment station or agricul- 
tural college.) Botrytis rot is very 
prevalent throughout the United States 
and eastern Canada, England and Hol- 
land. It may be minimized by careful 
handling of freshly dug corms, and 
| prompt and thorough drying of the 
| corms in shallow layers, with cleaning 
as soon as this is readily accomplished. 
Botrytis infection.may be noted by the 
presence of round or oval light brown 
spots of varying size on the foliage; in 
some cases the foliage becomes yellow 
| when neck rot destroys the leaf bases. 
A few of the active spots on leaves and 
stems may show a gray-brown mold 
after a wet period; this mold is com- 
posed of botrytis spores which are 
readily spread to healthy plants. Brown 
“rotten” spots appear on the petals, 
especially at the base of the floret 
bracts, and sometimes on the stem. The 
petal edges may have a moth-eaten or 
tattered appearance. In moist weather, 
or during shipment, the flower spots 
may spread so as to rot the stem and 
flower.

of Florida. This disease has caused 
very large losses in Florida, due to its 
rapid spread, and there are indications 
that it might have been present in 
northern plantings during the past sea- 
son, but was not recognized as such. 
The foliage and stem spots are usually 
oval in shape and tan to dark brown in 
color; these spots appear on both sides 
of the leaf, and black spores resembling 
powder show up in the center of the 
affected area after the spots are a few 
days old. This is a characteristic differ- 
ence from botrytis. In contrast with 
botrytis, the edges of the spot on the 
leaf or stem are depressed below the 
surrounding tissues, and the spots 
usually appear dryer than with botrytis. 
Petal symptoms are apparently similar 
to botrytis. Both of these diseases are 
favored by moist weather, high rain- 
fall and heavy dew. Present informa- 
tion indicates that curvularia may be 
present in both hot and cool weather 
and affects a limited number of varieties ; 
botrytis appears in cooler weather, and 
all varieties are believed to be more or 
less susceptible.

tion. In storage, the husks of scabby 


corms are ragged and the edges look 
as though they had been burned. The 
spots on the corm are circular, sunken 
areas, vellow, brown or black in color, 
and easily removed, leaving pits. These 
spots are covered with a typical var- 
nish-like coating. In the field, leat 
spots may be noted on the lower part 
of the leaf—in severe-cases the tissues 
may be destroyed so that the plant 
falls over. 

The various corm diseases are some- 
what difficult to differentiate as several 
of them show similar characteristics 
in some cases. Further intormation 
can be seeured by referring to Far- 
mers’ Bulletin 1860, available for 5 
cents trom the Superintendent of 
Documents, U. S. Government Print- 
ing Office, Washington 25, D. C., and 
from a table prepared by Dr. W. D. 
MeClellan, U. S. Department of Agri- 
culture. This was published on page 
30 of The Gladiolus Magazine for 
February, 1947, and on page 28 of the 
North American Gladiolus Council 
Bulletin for Mareh, 1947.

tecting the corm for a time after plant- 
ing. 

Unless considerable disease is found, 
only the lower-husks should be removed 
from the corms, as these tend to pro- 
tect the corms in handling. The eorms 
to be treated are best placed in bags 
and identified by wood labels (copper 
wired tree labels are satisfactory). 
Open mesh onion bags and burlap bags 
may be used for dipping large lots, 
and heavier orange bags will withstand 
quite a number of dips with the smaller 
lots. Small quantities of a variety 
may be wrapped in cloth squares, held 
with rubber bands, ete. For the Lysol 
and New Improved Ceresan dips, gal- 
vanized pails, garbage cans, etc., can 
be used, but crockery or wooden con- 
tainers are necessary with mercuric 
chloride. 

The three corm dips in common use 
have already been mentioned. Each 
of the dips has its advantages and 
limitations. All of them are quite 
poisonous, so that exposure of the 
skin to the concentrated solutions 
should be avoided, and any solution 
spilled on the skin immediately washed 


| off with water. Some skin roughening 
may be noted with the dilute solu- 
| tions used as dips, but this may be 


minimized by rubbing lanolin, cold cream 
or lard into the skin before using, 
or wearing rubber gloves. 


Lysol. This is one of the safest 
preparations and probably finds most 
general use. It is effective in con- 
trolling fusarium rot, and at least par- 


| tially so for some of the other rots, 


but not for seab. A % per eent solu- 
tion of Lysol or Cresol Compound 
(preferably U.S.P. XI) is prepared 
by mixing 114 tablespoons of the con- 
centrated material with 1 gallon of 
water. Corms are dipped for 3 hours 
(cormels over night) and planted the 
same day. This solution can be used 
several times (up to four) before 
discarding. 


Mercuric chloride. (Bichloride of 


mereury, corrosive sublimate). The 
0.1 per cent solution of mercuric 
chloride has long been found effective 
for the majority of the corm diseases, 
including scab. All stages of the 
thrips are also destroyed when corms 
are exposed to the dip for 17 hours; 
however, this length of dip has been 


found injurious to a few varieties, 
and to retard the blooming date ot 


most varieties. The Illinois Natura! 
History Survey has recently suggested 


that the dipping time be shortened to 
| 2 hours, thus greatly reducing growt! 


retardation and damage while retain 


| ing disease control effectiveness. Fo 
| 3 gallons of solution, 2 level teaspoon 


fuls of mercurie chloride erystals ar 
dissolved in a gallon of hot wate

| tion should be used only at room ten 
| perature. As mentioned before, use 
non-metallic 


containers, remove 4a 
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jewelry from the hands, and use a 
plastie spoon for measuring out the 
crystals. This chemical is rapidly 
‘removed from the solution, so that 
vest results are obtained by discard- 
ng the solution after one use. The 
writer has had excellent results from 
he use of this dip with small stock, 
ind has not observed corm damage. 


New Improved Ceresan. This is an 


rganie mereury compound sold _ by 
duPont and available at most seed 


stores, which has been found effective 
for the control of fusarium and some 
if the other rots; its effectiveness for 
scab control, however, varies with the 
locality. To prepare 3. gallons of 
solution, mix 1 ounce (2% level table- 
spoons, not shaken down) of New 
Improved Ceresan with 1 tablespoon 
of Dreft powder or two tablespoons 
of Grasselli (duPont) Spreader- 
Sticker. This is made up into a thin 
paste with a little water and diluted 
to three gallons with cold water. A 
metallic container may be used, but 
the solution may darken on long stand- 


ing. The solution may be used at 
least four times, but should be dis- 
carded at the end of each day. Corms 
are dipped for 15 to 30 minutes, cor- 
mels for 30 minutes, and planted the 
same. day. Small corms, and_ those 


whieh have sprouted, should be dipped 
in a solution which has been used once 
or twice previously. If the solution 
is accurately prepared, and this addi- 
tional precaution observed, corm 
injury ean probably be avoided or 
minimized. One should avoid breath- 
ing the New Improved Ceresan pow- 
der and should mix the concentrated 
solution with a paddle, never with 
the hands.

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siderably darker in color than those 
in the higher land and have produced 
a remarkable growth. 

In other plantings, he set out trees 


on terraces on gently sloping land. 
They, too, are producing excellent 


crops of nuts although the leaves on 
these trees are much lighter in color 
than those in the lowland. 

It is generally recommended that 
Chinese chestnuts be spaced 40 to 50 
feet apart, Dr. Hunter prefers the 
average of 45 feet. He suggests that 
if they are to be planted on small 
plantations or row crops they be inter- 
planted with some fruit, such as peach 
trees, or other small fruit that could 
be removed later when chestnuts need 
additional space for their growth. He 
has had excellent suecess in keeping a 
litter muleh around the base of his 
trees, particularly on the sloping  hill- 
side. This seems to keep moisture 
within the rooting area for a longer 
period of time. 

Two or more trees should be planted 
within a reasonable distance of each 
other to seeure ample pollination for 
fruit production. These trees are not 
self-pollinated and require two or more 
trees for the necessary cross-pollina- 
tion to provide quantities of nuts. In 
the home garden not many trees can 
he used because of lack of space, but 
Dr. Hunter suggests that they should 
not be set so far apart as to lessen 
the chances of cross-pollination by 
natural means. It is interesting to note 
that Dr. Hunter has found lightning 
bugs are the chief pollinating agents 
in this plant. 

Dr. Hunter states that the chestnuts 


should not be eaten immediately after | 


harvesting but that they should be dried 
out for about ten days so that the nuts 
are properly aged for best eating qual- 
ity. 


Nut Growers’ Report

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How To Succeed With Annual Flowers

fore July To be sure of bloom by 
that date fall or early winter sowing 
must be made. When we plant in this 
way, we actually are imitating nature, 
since the annuals we use are the hardy 
kinds which ordinarily drop their 
seeds in fall when the dead plants of 
summer are blown over by strong winds. 
These hardy kinds are tabulated in the 
first list on page 221. 

No painstaking care is required in 
sowing the hardy annuals. With a 
pronged cultivator, simply loosen the 
soil between the perennials and broad- 
east the seed on the surface. The ideal 
time to do this is just before the ground 
freezes solidly for the winter. About 
November 15 to 20 is the earliest fea- 
sible date in the vicinity of New York 
City and Chicago. Do not prepare a 
deep, loose seed bed. Merely loosen 
the surface soil. Soft ground will sink, 
and the seed will sink with it. No 
covering is needed unless there is dan- 
ger from washing or from birds. In 


this case a light fluffy covering with 
sifted eompost or vermiculite should 


be enough. 

Incidentally, this method of sowing 
is ideal when bulbs are left in the bed 
after flowering. The new plants grow 
right over them, furnishing weleome 
shade, and hiding the unsightly leaves. 

But, suppose you have missed your 
chance for fall sowing. It is March, 
and the snow cover might be going 
fast. Very soon now, there may be 
open days when the soil will still be 
frozen in the morning, but during the 
day the sun will thaw the surface for 
a fraction of an inch. If the soil is 
in reasonably good tilth (a fine old 
word, that!) you can sow at any time, 
and the seed will settle slowly into the 
surface, ready to grow as soon as con- 
ditions are right. 

Now you can add to the list species 
Which are normally classified as half- 
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hardy. They might not survive zero 
freezing, but they can tolerate a fair 
amount of frost. I have successfully 
sown supposedly delicate sorts like 
China or annual asters, zinnias, cuphea, 
lobelia, Phlox drummondi and verbena 
at this time, with better than fifty-fifty 
suecess. Incidentally, just as there is 
risk from too much heat in summer, 
there is danger from too much cold in 
winter with fall-sown annuals. Any- 
thing better than 60 per cent success 
is considered good. However, because 
of the early start this method gives 
over spring sowing, the risk is well 
worth taking. 

All of these species can be planted 
in spring also, as early as you can 
dig the soil. Unfortunately, that some- 
times means as late as June 5, (as 
was the ease in Illinois last spring, when 
rain kept gardeners from working until 


that date.) When this happens, do | 
not try to sow the entire list. Only 
those marked with an asterisk in the 


first table (*) have much of a chance 
of succeeding, and these will probably 
flower quite late in the season. 

Before leaving this list of hardy 
annuals, I want to eall attention to 
a trick for keeping up the display of 


annuals until late in fall. Some of 
these will not flower in hot weather 
because flower bud formation stops 


when the temperature goes above 70°. 
But they will make green leafy growth. 
Henee, it is possible to sow, directly in 
the garden, such species as calendula, 
larkspur, petunias and alyssum between 
July 1 to 15. These annuals will make 
green plants if kept well watered, and, 
with the coming of cooler weather in 
late fall, continue to flower until the 
plants are destroyed by frost. This 
is particularly effective with calendulas, 
which seldom bloom well in the Middle 
West and South because of summer 
heat. The summer-sown petunias will 
replace the old plants which 
bloomed themselves to. death by 
time fall comes. 

Our most effective masses of annuals 


have 
the 


come from the tender sorts that are 
sown when all danger from frost is 
over. These can be divided into two 
general groups for direct sowing— 


those that won’t tolerate frost but don’t 
mind cool soil, and those that will rot 
in cool soil, even when not touched by 
frost. Both groups are given in the 
second and third tables on page 221. 
These help extend the growing sea- 
son later into the fall, but even with 
these attention must be paid to the 
job of keeping them blooming. Most 
home gardeners do not seem to realize | 
that an annual has “terminal facili- | 
ties.”

Do not let annual seeds dry out. I 
suspect more seeds are killed by drying 
out than in any other way.

But surprisingly enough, even 
two days of bright sunshine in spring 
will dry out a soil which seemed to be 
wet to a depth of several inches. Yet,

(rowing Good Peas 


By W. H. LACHMAN 


University of Massachusetts 


OST folks consider a good yield 
of peas to be one of the rarer deli- 
cacies from the home garden. 
While this crop thrives under proper 
cultural conditions it is often rather 
disappointing to those who harvest a 
meager crop year after year.  Let’s 
start at the beginning by examining 
some of the secrets of past masters so 
we may benefit from their experience. 
One of the most important points to 
be remembered is that peas are distinctly 
a cool weather crop. Planted after the 
weather becomes warm and settled they 
rarely yield satisfactorily, so it is im- 
portant to plant them early in the 
spring. It is common practice to sow 
peas just as early as the soil can be 
worked without eaking or puddling. 
Suecession plantings lengthen the har- 
vest period but, if the same variety is 


planted only a few days apart, they 
bloom almost together and are ready to 
harvest at practically the same time. It 
is nearly always true that the first plant- 
ings yield most heavily and the sue- 
cessive plantings produce smaller and 
smaller crops. 

Since the weather is so variable from 
year to year and from one locality to 
another, it is impossible to suggest a 
definite planting date which will assure 
Old-timers often schedule their 
plantings by the relative development of 
apple buds. It is an old custom to make 
the earliest planting of peas when apple 
buds become swollen but before they 
show color. In some years this may be 
nipped by frost, but it’s worth taking 
a risk with a small planting. A second 
sowing ten days later certainly ought to 
be safe, and the last planting, when

apple trees are in full bloom, should 
extend the season of harvest as long as 
possible. The ideal time to plant peas is 
when the temperature of the soil has 
risen to about 45° F. It might be worth 
while to check the temperature of the 
soil about 4 inches below the surface 
around noon on a sunny day. 

Peas appreciate a rich soil, as much as 
any crop. One of the best treatments 
is to incorporate a heavy application 
of well-rotted manure into the soil. 
Years ago when the supply was plenti- 
ful, it was common _ practice 
manure in large quanities, up to ‘oy ton 
to each 1,000 square feet of 
space. Fresh stable manure, however, is 
apt to damage the crop if applied near 
planting time. Fresh manure may be 
applied safely in the fall and it is ad- 
vantageous to plow the land at this time 
since it permits earlier planting in the 
spring. 

Increased growth and 
nearly always result from the use of 
commercial fertilizers. Where manure 
has been applied, 20 to 30 pounds of 
5-10-5 fertilizer to each 1,000 square 
feet should prove ample to nourish the 
crop. Where no manure has been used, 
or where a green manure rye crop has 
been plowed down, 40 pounds of 5-10-5 
fertilizer to each 1,000 square feet will 
be beneficial. 

Peas do not have a high lime require- 
ment but they would probably respond 
to an application of 20 to 30 pounds 
of hydrated lime or ground limestone 
where the soil reaction is much below 
pH 6.0. It is wise to test the soil or 
have it tested by your county agent or 
state college every year or so to de- 
termine its needs. 

Fertilizers for peas should always be 
applied broadcast to the soil and worked 
in thoroughly, either by raking or har- 
rowing, just before the seeds are planted. 
Fertilizer applied in the drill beneath 
the seeds definitely should be dis- 
couraged since peas are one of the crops 
most susceptible to fertilizer injury. 
This practice, more than any other, ex- 
cept perhaps inferior seed, is respon- 
sible for the poor stand of plants ex- 
perienced in many gardens. 

There are many types and varieties

productior 
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of peas to choose from but I have had 
the best success growing the variety 
World’s Record. This is an exception- 
ally early, high quality, productive, 
large-podded pea. The vines grow tall 
endugh so that they require support 
but they are worth the trouble. Laxton’s 
Progress is the most important variety 
grown for fresh consumption by com- 
mercial gardeners, while Thomas Laxton, 
a blunt-podded variety, is considered by 
many to be ideal for quick freezing. 

I know a good many gardeners who 
like to grow a variety called Little Mar- 
vel because it is dwarf and requires no 
support and fills out the pods well. This 
forms only relatively small pods, how- 
ever, and is not as early or productive 
as World’s Record. To those who are 
looking for a late, large-podded, pro- 
ductive pea, there is no equal to Tele- 
phone or Alderman. I have seen these 
atter varieties grow as tall as 9 feet, so, 
needless to say, they will require some 
means of support. 

There is some question as to how deep 
to plant peas. Some gardeners plant 
the seed in a furrow 4 or 5 inches deep 
and gradually fill in the soil as the plants 
grow. I have had good luck sowing the 
seed in a furrow 142 inches deep and 
covering it up completely at planting 
time. The proper distance for spacing 
the seed in the furrow is about 1 inch 
apart. Perhaps the best use of the 
garden space results from planting two 
rows rather close together, say about 8 
inches apart, and then spacing each set 
of double rows 36 inches apart, for such 
varieties as World’s Record. 

Several fungicides are available now 
for treating pea seed and they are cer- 
tainly worth while. I have used one 
called Spergon for several years. This 
is a dust and with this it is quite simple 
to treat a pound or two of seed. Follow 
the directions of the manufacturer. 
Spergon increases the percentage of 
seed germination and often the later 
vine growth appears to be stimulated 
also. Many seedsmen are now treating 
their seed with this material for the 
benefit of their customers. 

Inoculation of the seed with bacteria 
is not apt to prove beneficial if the soil 
is in a high state of fertility. Soaking 
seed in water before planting has been 
shown to be a harmful practice both to 
germination and vigor of the plant. 

Many old-timers believe that birch 
brush, that is, bushy twigs of birch about 
18 to 24 inches long, provides the best 
support for peas. Others build faney 
trellises of wire and twine. But I am 
convinced that there is no equal to 
chicken wire for this purpose. A _ roll 
ot wire 2 feet wide is ample for varieties 
similar to World’s Record. The wire is 
tied or wired to tomato or dahlia stakes 
spaced about 10 feet apart. They are 
placed between the double rows of peas 
and the plants will anchor themselves to 
the wire by means of their tendrils so 
they usually do not need any other help 
in this respect. This also allows the 
thicken wire to be tied up so that the

bottom of the wire is 8 to 10 inches off 
the ground, therefore a wider roll than 
that suggested is not necessary for most 
varieties. The wire can be used over 
and over again for many years if it is 
given proper care. 

As with all other vegetable crops, 
peas must be kept free of weeds. A 
shallow cultivation once every week 
should prove ample in most instances. 

Peas thrive during cool, moist weather 
so it will probably pay dividends to 
irrigate them at the first sign of a 
drought. They should be watered long 
enough to allow the moisture to pene- 
trate 6 or 8 inches into the soil. This 
means more than a light sprinkling and 
the water must usually be applied for 
several hours, at least, to accomplish a 
good job. 

A number of diseases prey on garden 
peas. Mildew is one of the most com- 
mon. An application of sulphur dust 
is recommended for its control. Other 
diseases such as blight, wilt and root rot 
are more serious pests than mildew. 
Unfortunately these last three troubles 
are not easy to combat since they live 
over in the soil. It is generally best to 
destroy the old vines as soon as the crop 
is harvested but the only effective meth- 
ods of combatting these diseases are to 
plant early and to practice rotation. 
This means that peas should not be 
grown on the same spot oftener than 
once every three or four years. 

The most troublesome insect is the 
pea aphid. This is really a plant louse 
and it will often destroy entire crops 
when conditions are favorable for breed- 
ing. Early planting: and overhead ir- 
rigation are effective for holding this 
pest in check, but an application of nico- 
tine sulphate (Black Leaf 40) is the 
surest treatment. 

The first peas are generally ready to 
harvest about 15 days after 50 per cent 
of the plants are in bloom. Ordinarily, 
the lower pods are ready to pick before 
the upper pods. To realize the best 
quality, peas must be harvested just 
as soon as the pods become well filled. 
Two or three pickings from one plant- 
ing are necessary in order to obtain the 
highest yield and quality. Considerable 
care should be taken in harvesting the 
pods for careless picking, that is, tear- 
ing or jerking the pods trom the vines, 
may seriously affect the yields of later 
pickings. 

A delay of one or two days in har- 
vesting during warm weather results in 
a serious loss of quality. Peas are at 
their best if cooked within an hour or 
so after harvest. However, if it is 
necessary to store them, it is well to 
remember that they keep better un- 
shelled than shelled and the nearer the 
storage temperatute kept to 32° F. 
the better. 

Fresh tender peas should not be over- 
cooked. When they are simmered for 
about 15 minutes in a little salted water 
their flavor is at its best. Then, add 
some cream and a little salt. There, 
doesn’t that make your mouth water?

equal in size and beauty to others pruned 
by hand. 


The spring program. Our plants go 
through the winter at an average height 








of 2% to 3 feet. During the latter 
part of March, when the ground has 
begun to thaw, we start our spring 


program by doing what we call a rough 
pruning. Starting with the Hybrid Teas, 
we cut back all surplus wood (or the 
vanes left standing last fall) to about 
five inches above the mound or hill 
provided at the base. This will be 
slightly higher than we will want them 
to be when we are finished with our 
spring pruning. By doing this cutting, 
we feel we are gaining very valuable 
time. 


Clean-up. All rubbish should be 
cleared away before the buds have 
really begun to swell to the stage where 
the final and aecurate pruning must 
be accomplished, tor then time really 
counts. By the middle of April the 
beds have again been leveled for sum- 
mer growth, buds have developed to 
the stage where they can be seen easily, 
and the strong ones which need pruning 
can be selected without too much 
hesitance. 

All dead wood that may have been 
buried in the mound removed with 
sharp shears, making the final cut just

On the upright varieties this eut will 
be about four eyes or buds above the 
surtace level. On the more spreading 
or bushy varieties, we eut the center 
canes about six eyes or buds above 
ground. The side branches are eut 
back in proportion to make a shapely 
plant conforming to its habit of growth. 

Our bushes in beds of this type are 
left with three to six eyes or buds 
above ground, averaging about six to 
eight inches in height. By this treat- 
ment our plants are put in about the 
same condition the ones that are 
severely frozen back in the more north- 
ern climates. After treating our roses 
in this manner we find spring growth 
develops numerous strong, sturdy shoots 
from the base of the plants. By the 
middle of June—our rose season— 
these produce an abundance of well- 
formed, perfect blooms on stems of 
good length, which are sturdy enough 
to support the magnificent blossoms. 

We find that this renewal of wood 
in the so-ealled weaker varieties seems 
to be the treatment required. The plants 
produce more and better blooms than 
we were getting when the bushes were 
pruned higher above ground.

with fully matured stems but producing 
no flowering wood. Where blindness is 
caused by midge or other insect attacks, 
we cut back the affected shoots to several 
buds or eves above the main cane. These 
will again produce blooming canes for 
later in the season. Where blindness 
is caused by overfeeding or other causes, 
which produce soft, rapid growth, the 
shoots will not mature sufficiently to 
ave Howers. In sueh cases we remove 
the entire stem at the base. This allows 
other buds on the main canes to develop 
ore quickly. 

In the removal of faded blooms we 
again eut back to a bud about two or 


three eyes from the main stem. This | 


eaves buds sturdy enough to produce 
stems which, in turn, will be strong 
enough to support the coming blooms, 
as well as sufficient foliage to manu- 
facture food for the plant during its 
active crowing period. 


Floribundas. For pruning, the Flori- 
bundas are divided into two classes. The 
larger flowering types, with growing 
habits similar to Hybrid Teas, are 
handled in the same manner as_ the 
uushy Hybrid Teas. The smaller flower- 
ing varieties we prune in accordance 
with the type plants they are and the 
purpose for which they are being used. 

It they are used. in hedges, the dead 
wood and interfering canes are removed. 
The sturdier canes are left and the side 
shoots or branches cut only enough to 
keep the original lines of the hedge. 
When they are planted in beds, we eut 
somewhat closer or lower, usually to 
about ten to twelve inches above the 
ground. If the Floribundas are to be 
used in shrubbery borders or as speci- 
men plants, we prune so they will con- 
form in height, width or diameter to the 
area or surroundings they are expected 
to fill, by thinning center canes and then 
cutting the side branches again to shape 
the plant according to its location. The 
height of this pruning is also determined 
»v the ultimate development of the bush 
and the purpose for which it is being 
used. 





Polyanthas. Summer pruning on 


Polyanthas consists of removing faded 
blooms to prevent the forming of seed 
hips, and thus ailowing them to produce 
new wood so that they will continue to

Climbers. Large flowering Climbers 
are pruned immediately after blooms 
have faded by thinning out old and un- 
desirable canes. Some of the main stems 
left standing are also eut back to con- 
form to the arbor, areh or trellis on 
which they are being trained. The side 
shoots or laterals on the remaining canes 
are then cut back to from three to six 
eves from the main stem, after which 
they are again fastened to their support

or small flowering Climbers until after 
they have finished blooming. After all 
of the flowers have faded to the point 
where they are becoming unsightly, 
these are removed from their supports. 
All old and undesirable canes are cut 
out. Some of the new canes which have 
grown too long are cut back to the de- 
sired length; side shoots are cut back 
to the size or length needed to cover the 
support provided for them, and they are 
tied on again to produce their masses 
of blooms another season. 


Centifolias. Parsons, writing on the 
rose (1881), says of the Centifolia, 
‘*When this rose becomes unthrifty 


from age, it is renewed by cutting the 
stems close to the ground as soon as 
the flowers have fallen: will 
then be produced sufficiently vigorous 
to fturnish beautiful and abundant 
blooms the following spring.’’ 


shoots 


The statement holds as true today as 
it did in 1881. This species has not 
changed or gone modern in its habits, 
and the treatment deseribed is all they 
ask, with the exception of a possible light 
topping, in spring, of any branches 
that may have pushed too far beyond 
the main bush to make it unshapely. 

Are your Hybrid Perpetuals a part 
of your rose garden proper, or are they 
used as a part of the shrubbery planting, 
where they are valued for the coloring 
of their seed pods in fall, as well as 
their flowers in early June? If they 
are in the garden proper and treated as 
a part of it, you are probably pruning 
regularly and getting good results. They 
ean be handled or pruned the same as 
Hybrid Teas with the possible exception 
of some few of the taller-growing varie- 
ties which we do prune a trifle higher. 

If Hybrid Perpetuals are being used 
in the shrubbery border and have be- 
come somewhat rampant or badly bat- 
tered by winter winds, they ean be 
renewed by cutting back all canes to 
about two or three eyes above the 
ground. You may sacrifice blooms the 
following season, but the renewed vigor 
of your plants with the resultant satis- 
faction in general appearance of the 
bushes and improvement of blooms will 
be surprising. 


Rugosas. We prefer planting species 
Rugosa or Rugosa Hybrids as specimens 
or in the shrubbery borders. They are 
treated as we would our prize blooming 
shrubs. Pruning consists of removing 
all dead wood and some center canes 
where growth has become too heavy to 
allow as uniform an amount of light 
throughout the plant as possible. The 
side branches are also cut back to con- 
fine them to the allotted space. Beeause 
of their early blooming habits, this is 
done as after their blooming 
period as possible. During the summer 
a light pruning on some of the Rugosas 
and their hybrids will produce blossoms 
later in the season.

great number of plants, the pruning pro- 
gram in the Hershey Rose Garden is 
eutirely different from that which they 
should give their plants. 

No matter what size the garden, the 
rose plants must still all be treated as 
individuals as our plants are. This is 
what vou will have to do whether you 
have a dozen or hundreds of plants. We 
ave learned a lot since the inauguration 
ot the Hershey Rose Garden in 1936. 
Experience in handling the thousands 
of roses in hundreds of varieties over 
the past twelve years has surely taught 
us a great deal in treating the individual 
varieties. 

Should you be in doubt and afraid you 
are cutting too hard, do not treat your 
entire garden in this manner at the 
same time. Take just a few plants and 
try pruning as suggested. By observing 
the results, we feel that you will decide 
it is well worth while. 





The Green Rose 


66 GREEN rose has been developed” 

is a “news flash” often heard. 
Actually, the green rose, Rosa chinensis 
viridiflora, has existed for many years, 
but few have had it as a member of 
their rose family. 

“Miss Rosey Green” has found a 
happy home in my garden for more 
than a dozen years. Often it is a “blue 
ribboner” in the oddity section of shows. 

The green rose is very hardy and, in 
the South or Middle states, is at home 
in the open. With a bit of protection 
it should be worth a try farther north. 

The blossoms, which are not fragrant, 
grow in clusters, or singly, and are about 
in inch in diameter. I do not feel that 
the rose should be regarded as a mass 
of sepals, as is often the case, but 
rather as a regularly formed rose with 
petals of a foliage texture. These are 
lanceolate, about 14 inch wide at the 
base and tapering to a pointed end. 
There are four rows and a full center 
of tiny ones. The sepals, which are 
about six in number, form the calyx. 
They are longer than the petals and of 
a slightly different shade. The stems 
are almost without prickles, and _ the 
bush grows to 3 or 4 feet in height. 

As cut flowers they make nice arrange- 
ments in harmonizing containers, or 
they may be used as attractive filler 
material for other flowers. When used 
in show arrangements as a green filler 
for other roses this shares with them as 
an arrangement. It should be remem- 
bered that in show arrangements the 
green rose may not be used as a filler 
with other roses if the exhibit is to 
feature one kind of rose. 

Long ago roses boasted a Greek origin, 
being revered as the saered flower of 
the natives. They then migrated to 
‘ther countries to be cultivated, propa- 
vated, loved and distributed throughout 
the world. The green rose shares in 
this history.—LiLuian P, Seae, ( Ark.)

plant it in rows, in furrows one-fourth 


inch deep and two inches apart. A 
thin film of Semesan dust on each 
seed, obtained by shaking a pinch of 


dust with the seed in the packet, will 
protect it against rot organisms which 
may be present in the soil. Usually 
this produces a better stand seed- 
lings than when no treatment is used. 
Cover the seed, but not more than 
one-fourth inch, with the prepared 
planting mixture. Firm this down 
and water the flat thoroughly with a 
sprinkler, being careful not to wash 
out the seed, or by setting thee flat in 
a container of water for a short time. 
Lay a sheet of newspaper or piece of 
burlap on the soil to keep it from 
drying out and water through this if 
needed later.

more moisture 
Watering is important and is the 
one item of care that needs particular 


attention. Overwatering will cause 
a wet, water-logged soil in which the 
seeds are inclined to rot. With seed- 
lings this will cause damping-off. If 
the soil is too dry, germination is 
retarded and seed comes up unevenly 
not at all. Delphiniums like a cool, 
constantly moist soil. A grower who 
provides these requirements will find 
that nearly every seed will come up. 

No light is needed during the ger- 
mination period and the flats may be 
kept in the dark. The- 
first seedlings will be- 
gin to appear in nine 
or ten days. When this 
occurs the paper or 
burlap on the soil should 
be removed. New seed-

lings will continue to 
appear over a_ period 
| of a week or two. A

Care of seedlings. 
When most of the seeds 
are up and the seedlings 
begin to look a little 
spindly they will need 
more light. The flats 
in the basement then 
should be brought up 
and set out in a ecold- 
frame shaded with lath 
or burlap. If a cold- 
frame is not available, 
set them outdoors in 
part shade. In a eold- 
frame, the ventilation 
should be watched eare- 
fully during the day

223) 
do not cook out, and the soil should 
be kept moist at all times. To avoid 
damping-off, watering should be done 
only in the morning or early atter- 
noon so that excess water can drain 
out of the surface layer of soil and 
the plants dry off before night. Flats 


set in the open may need to be brought 


inside if frost threatens during the 
night; otherwise, they ean stay out. 

Transplanting. When the young 
plants have developed their first true 
leaves or when they begin to crowd 


each other, transplant them into flats, 
spacing the plants two or three inches 
apart. Water and keep them shaded 
until the plants are established. The 
same soil mixture is used as for sowing 
seed. 

When the plants are three or four 
inches high they can be set out in a 
permanent location in the garden 
which is well-drained and sunny. The 
soil should be prepared a few days 


earlier. A good place to grow them 
is in rows in the vegetable garden. 
Then after one has seen the colors, 
selected plants may be moved into the 
flower garden, in early fall. 

In preparing the carden soil, it 
should be enriched with a complete 
fertilizer, at the rate of four or five 
pounds to 100 square feet, mixing it 

thoroughly with the 


soil to the depth of the 


spade. Use no more 
fertilizer than is ree- 
ommended = since’ too 


much may be worse than 
none at all. An over- 
dose may kill the plants, 
whereas if no fertilizer 
is used the plants will 
at least live even though 
they may not do their 
best. If you’re in doubt 
about these things stick 
to the slower acting, all- 
organic fertilizers. 

The prize - winning 
delphiniums in __ the 
photographs were 
grown on a sandy loam 
soil about twelve inches 
deep and underlaid with 
four to six inches of 
yellow subsoil, and then 
coarse gravel. It would 
be considered a good 
garden soil for it is 
neither very sandy nor 
heavy with clay and has 
good drainage. The year 
before, this area was 
given some manure and 
planted to sweet corn. 
Just before the del- 
phiniums were set out 
in the spring of 1946, 
about 40 pounds of 
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5-8-7 fertilizer was plowed under for 
each 1,000 square feet. No fertilizer 
has been applied since, and the only 
care the plants have received is culti- 
vating and hoeing to keep the weeds 
down. The surprising thing is that 
most people refuse to believe that this 
simple eare is all that the plants re- 
ceived. They expect to be told of 
some mysterious and secret trick of 
the green thumb and are disappointed 
when they learn that there is none. 

Tender young plants set out in the 
spring should be protected against 
cutworms. For a few plants, mechan- 
ical means such as paper collars, plant 
bands, or devices of one’s own inven- 
tion can be used to keep the cutworms 
from reaching the plants. To be 
effective the paper should extend an 
inch or so below and about two inches 
above the soil for then the cutworms 
cannot go over or under. 


Cutworm bait. Where there are 
many plants use a commercial cut- 
worm bait or prepare one of your 
own by mixing dry four cups of bran, 
(breakfast bran is all right for small 
quantities but too expensive if much 
is needed), and one heaping table- 
spoonful of Paris Green. Moisten 
with one cup of water sweetened with 
one-fourth eup of molasses. After 
transplanting, broadeast freshly pre- 
pared bait lightly around the plants 
at dusk. Repeat at weekly or ten- 
day intervals, if needed, until about 
June 15. Four cups of bran are enough 
for 1,000 square feet; if more is 
required, mix dry one peck (five 
pounds) of bran and one-fourth pound 
of Paris Green. This will store dry 
indefinitely and any amount can be 
moistened when needed with molasses- 
water (one part to six or seven), or 
the entire peck with one pint of 
molasses mixed in three quarts of 
water. This is a good bait in the 
flower garden and vegetable garden 


roo, 


Handling established plants. Plants 
from spring-planted seed require little 
attention the first season aside from 
watering whenever they need it during 
prolonged dry spells, staking and ty- 
ing up the longer spikes, and con- 
trolling insects and diseases, if they 
should appear. 

Plants that have wintered over need 
a little more attention. In the early 
spring, when new growth is starting, 
scatter a handful of complete fer- 
tilizer around each plant. When the 
new shoots are six or eight inches 
high, remove all but three or four of 
the strongest and keep all others re- 
moved to produce beautiful  prize- 
Winning spikes with the largest flow- 
ers. If more spikes are preferred and 
extra size is not desired, then no thin- 
ning need be done.

It seemed fitting that a Chinese gar- 
den should grace the entrance terrace 


of the club that housed the show, since 
for many thousands of years the Chinese 
peoples have made a ceremony of festi- 
vals. On the very large rear terrace, 
the State Highway Department repro- 
duced, in minute detail, a model road- 
side picnic and rest area—the replica 
of a spot where those who have no 
gardens of their own might go for an 
hour, or for a day. On the stage there 
was a more intimate garden—a pat- 
tern for a home garden where birds 
are to be the honored guests, a sanc- 
tuary where, in grateful payment for 
food and protection, birds give bril- 
liant flashes of color and constant song. 

The reasons for giving a state-wide 
show were two-fold: first to serve 
beauty, by presenting an _ exhibition 
which, divorced from commercial dis- 
plays, would resemble a finely cut gem 
rather than a large synthetic stone. 
We believed this to be a cultural con- 
tribution to all who love gardens, not 
alone the members of our state federa- 
tion, but those neighbors with no club 
affiliations. 


Our second inspiration was mone- 
tary. With the prevailing federation 
dues of a few cents per capita, it was 
imperative that we increase our budget 
if we were to carry on our ever-expand- 
ing program of horticultural education 
and civic service. The show was also 
given lest we forget to remember the 
hospitalized veteran. 


Four years ago the Blue Star Drive 
was the incentive for holding our first 
state show; we dedicated this Memo- 
rial Highway to all who served. This 
was an act of wisdom! In times of 
stress we pledged ourselves to remem- 
ber their needs. This 1947 show was 
held so that we might assume a share 
in the responsibility of planning 
beautiful and safe highways for these 
service men and women to travel, to 
see that they have adequate retreats 
along the roadsides for recreation and 
reflection, to provide clean and green 
places for their children to play, and 
that we might, above all, 
wards where the disabled and disheart- 
ened must lie. 


A festival, like a garden, has an 
intangible, spiritual signifieance. Thus, 
we felt a true Festival of Flowers must 
be a Festival of Friendships, as well. 
To this end, we urged every member 
of every club to

Favorite Planting Schemes 


(Continued from page 218) 


Long ago, in a sunny situation, I 
planted autumn daffodils (sternbergia) 
with this dwarf plumbago. Hardly a 
quiet color combination, but a _ real 
California blue and gold color scheme 
—the brilliant yellow of sternbergia’s 
cups was dazzling against the banked 
blue of this intense little curb covering 
champion from China, 


Another blue and yellow combination, 
entirely volunteer, and in muted pastels 
this time, is that strange dwarf evening 
primrose (Oenothera triloba) with for- 
get-me-not Bluebird. Most of these 
little nonconformists, ostensibly so un- 
concerned with effect, go their merry 
way with astonishing affinity. An edging 
group of tranquil beauty, new in my 
garden last season, was in fine color 
for weeks—the silver cushion of feathery 
Artemisia schmidtiana nana and the 
soft lavender of Allium  tibeticum’s 
round flowerheads forming a pleasant 
break of color in the ribbon of nierem- 
bergia Purple Robe along the paving 
behind the pool. 


One of my favorite summer plantings, 
perhaps because it is so permanent, 
combines the red of spider lilies with 
the white of Peruvian daffodils and 
petunias. This year I shall replace 
petunia Snowstorm, which would take 
the whole garden given half a chance, 
with the exquisitely ruffled Lace Veil. 


I have found tigridias one of the 
most satisfactory fill-ins for summer 
bloom in an iris planting. They are 
erect and compact, an important requi- 
site for association with bearded iris, 
and they furnish~ constant, brilliant 
bloom from June to November. The 
many new colors available can almost 
duplicate, in midsummer, the beauty of 
the iris bed in spring. 


When summer hyacinths (galtonia) 
first bloomed in my garden I was dis- 
appointed. I know why now. They need 
such tall companions as Campanula 
persicifolia hybrids, or the adenophoras 
such as A. potanini which I am now 
trying to establish with them. They 
need, also, to be planted en masse, in 
long drifts in high filtered shade, where 
their tall spires of great hanging, snow- 
flake bells will invest a corner with 
their cool serenity. 


I have never been satisfied with the 
way heucheras or coral bells are grown. 
Why always use them as edgings or 
clumped among other perennials? [| 
kept visualizing them, in mixed colors, 
as bedding plants, so last year I gath- 
ered all my varieties together, the very 
similar reds, the pink Caseade, pale 
yellow H. glabella, Perry’s White, and 
planted them closely, in a spot under the 
cedar trees. Nothing has seemed very 
happy there, but coral bells are per- 
sistent things and they have settled 
down, in their thrifty way, to make a

beautiful groundeover, and if that were 
all they could do it would be enough. 

A problem most gardeners have in 
common is the planning of a long nar- 
row driveway strip. The most success- 
ful planting I have found for such a 
narrow bed, facing south, used Cupid 
sweet peas as an edging, backed by a 
staggered row of King Alfred daffodils. 
These were out of bloom and relatively 
inconspicuous by the time the long row 
of bearded iris opened. The length of 
this bed allowed for a sequence of color. 
This is a fine way to grow the beards 
where space permits. Actually a com- 


pletely satisfying sequence, or if de- 
sired, and even more delightful when 


skillfully executed, shades of one color 
only, can be compressed into a very 
small area—but the greater the length 
the more room for the artist in iris 
colors to depict the subtle nuances of 
shading. 

Naturally some care must be exer- 
eised in the selection of varieties as 
to height and season of bloom. Just 
far enough back so their fountains of 
foliage wouldn’t interfere with the iris 
clumps ran an irregular row of the 
ubiquitous but beautiful “naked lady,” 
Amaryllis belladonna. These opened 
their fragrant umbels above the ex- 
quisitely cut silver foliage of an uni- 
dentified centaurea grown, eventually, 
in profuse masses from a slip found in 
a bouquet of chrysanthemums. Any of 
the tall, bushy species of silver-leaved 
foliage plants found among the arte- 
misias, centaureas and senecios will hide 
the naked stems and form an attractive 
background for the pink of their many- 
flowered umbels. California holly (Pho- 
tinia arbutifolia), trimmed to tree form, 
brilliantly finished the season which 
began with the daffodils. 


Are Oranges Orange? 


OW many times have you ordered 

a packet of flower seed which the 
catalogue described as cerise only to 
find the blossoms had an orange tinge 
when they bloomed? Actually the nurs- 
eryman wasn’t at fault any more than 
you are when you eall a lavender flower 


blue or a blue flower lavender. Few 
persons agree when describing fruit 
or flower color. 


The wise solution to this problem 
would be a uniform eolor standard sug- 
gested by Dr. Donald Wyman of Har- 
vard University, Cambridge, Mass., in 
“Arnoldia” of September 26, 1947. If 
such a standard were adopted by Ameri- 
an horticulture the nurseryman would 
be guided by it in his eatalogue de- 
scriptions and you, likwise, would refer 
to it in making your selections. Thus 
you would obtain the correct shade of 
blue or red you had in mind for your 
border combination, avoiding the dis- 
appointment of having a rebel red pop 
up under the guise of “pink.”

IME was when southern California 
reigned supreme with chrysanthemum 
growing and both northwesterners 
and Fog Belt dwellers were out of the 
running. Now, all that ean be said is 
that southern California still is one of 
the few places where the chrysanthe mum 
strain known as “China mums,” which 


we see at exhibitions and at football 
games, is winter hardy. 


today the chrysanthemum is 
every gardener’s flower from one end 
of the country to the other, and the 
West Coast has discovered that the 
gardener in the Fog Belt can grow really 
first-rate chrysanthemums and that 
they can also be the trump ecard in any 
autumn garden in the Northwest. With 
os the newer early and late varieties the

Californian, as a matter of fact, can 
have them in bloom in every month 
except April and May. 


If you are planning a glorious ehrys- 
anthemum display from September to 
December, begin now. March the 
month to take euttings from your own 
plants or to obtain cuttings from other 
sources. I take it for granted, of course, 
that the plants bearing the most desir- 
able blooms have been marked. 

Some chrysanthemum growers claim 
that tip cuttings taken from around the 
outside of a flourishing plant are more 
disease-resistant than root cuttings. 
These tip cuttings should be 4 inches 
long with stiff but not hard woody stems, 
and two-thirds of their length should be 
sunk in moist sand. Some gardeners 
play safe by swishing the cuttings in a 
nicotine spray solution and also using 
one of the root promoting preparations. 
Keep the cutting containers in a shel- 
tered spot, and soon they are 
rooted shift them into small pots con- 
taining light loam. In May, when they 
have made fuller growth, they will need

eutting back. Cut again in June or 
July after the plants are established in 


the ground—the exact time depends on 
vour climate. 

When planting, firm the soil around 
the plants. Give them sun and air. 
Eighteen inches apart each way is close 
enough, for if they are planted nearer 
than that the lower foliage makes a 
happy hunting ground for thrips, aphids 
and red spider. It is not too soon now 
to be preparing the soil for your plants, 
for they need richness, and the cow or 
horse manure that mixed with the 
garden soil should be in at least 30 days 
before planting.

AST year I spent more than eight 
months traveling all over the coun-

March in 


Southern Gardens 


By JULIA LESTER DILLON 


HE spring cleanup is the first work 

ot the month. Finish the removal 

ot the dead wood on all the trees 
and shrubs and also finish up the dor- 
mant spraying if the cold has continued 
as late as it did in 1947. Get the dead 
leaves out of the borders and from 
under and in back of the shrubs and 
trees, and take care of your newly 
sown lawns. 


Pruning is important now. The broad 
leaved evergreens should be sheared 
into shapes that will keep them in 
bounds and the spring flowering shrubs 
should be eut back as soon as the bloom 
is over. This must be done each year, 
as most of them flower on the new 


wood, and eutting them back now in- | 


sures the bloom of another year. Early 
Lonicera fragrantissima, the fragrant 


honeysuckle, is one of the first to bloom | 
golden | 


and this is followed by the 
bells of the forsythias and the spiraeas 
of all kinds. 


Larkspurs and cornflowers planted in 
the fall should be thinned out and 
replanted where they are needed. 


Roses need pruning also at this time 
unless the weather, was mild enough 
last month to bring out the leaf buds. 


Hybrid teas, Floribundas and Pely- 
anthas require heavy pruning, but leave 
the strong eanes for good bloom and do 
this also with the Hybrid Perpetuals. 
Get the dead wood out of the elimbing 
roses, the Teas, Damasks, Bengals and 
Chinas, but do not prune them other- 
wise. Persian and Harison’s Yellow 
also will not tolerate pruning. 


Fertilize all the roses with compost, 
if possible, and remove the earth muleh 
on those planted in the fall. Then 
muleh the beds with peat or pine straw 
or the new ground peanut hulls. The 
latter are now available and for our 
dry, hot summers are much more de- 


sirable than the pine straw which dries | 


out quickly. They hold the moisture 
well and in the sandy soils of the 
South this is a good feature. 


Cutting the bloom of the roses is 
an important step in keeping them in 
flower. If the garden is a show spot, 
wait until the blooms fade and then 
cut back at once, leaving two clusters 
of leaves below the cut to induce new 
growth and bloom. 


Pick the blooms off the pansies and 
violas as they fade and keep them 
abloom also. Nothing gives more pleas- 
ure to the children than to be allowed’ 
to pick these flowers, and it is a joyous 
sight. to see whole classes from the 
schools come into a municipal park

The shine of pleasure on their faces is 
almost as lovely as the clusters of pansies 
they carry in their hands.

Sow nasturtium seeds where they 
are to flower. Sow rust resistant snap- 
dragons in boxes for later transplant- 
ing and, for next vear, foxgloves,

hocks, columbines and dianthus of all | 
kinds unless they were started in the 
fall. 


Gladiolus and montbretias can be put 
in now. The rain and thunder lilies 
(Zephyranthes carinata), the milk and 
wine lilies (the crinums) and the white 
Hedyehiums, well the hybrid 
hemeroeallis all respond well to spring 
planting. The zephyranthes bloom on 
the border edges but the others require 
more room. They bloom recurrently 
and are very much worthwhile. Plant 
all these lilies in full sun. 


as as 


Hemerocallis clumps which have 
grown too heavy should be dug and re- 
planted now. They will grow anywhere, 
in sun or shade. Phlox decussata for 
summer bloom, if planted for fonr years, 
should be divided and reset at this 
time. 


Chrysanthemums for fall should be 
lifted and replanted after dividing 
and new orders for these plants sent 


in for delivery at once. Adding good 
new stock each year will keep the 


borders radiant when most flowers have 
finished. Hardy asters also should be 
planted now. 


Freedom gardens for home tables, 
planted to lettuce, garden peas, beans, 
parsley and other wanted foods should 
be gotten into shape now. Keep the 
foods growing to help a famished world. 


Dogwoods, hollies and tulip trees 
should be planted now. These are soft 
wooded trees and dislike fall planting. 


March comes in—usually—with a 
burst of color in the bulb beds, with late 
camellias and early azaleas and under 
them the snowdrops and narcissi, ¢ro- 





cus, museari and seillas—in blue, white, 
rose and lavender.

They help the gardens also, 
for as they finish with the berries they 


drop the seeds-and give new plants for
